It  is  hard  to  understand  the  providence  of  God  in 
visiting  this  Home  and  its  inmates  with  such  affliction 
as  we  have  been  called  upon  to  endure  the  past  few 
weeks,  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  President  and 
Matron. 

Edwin  Booth  said,  when  writing  to  a  friend  in  Bos¬ 
ton  after  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln  :  44  Life 
is  a  great  big  spelling  book,  and  on  every  page  we  turn, 
the  words  grow  harder  to  understand  the  meaning  of. 
But  there  is  a  meaning ;  and  when  the  last  leaf  flaps, 
we’ll  know  the  whole  lesson  by  heart.”  We  believe 
there  is  a  hidden  mystery  withheld  for  some  good  pur¬ 
pose  best  known  to  God,  which  he  will  reveal  when 
the  proper  time  comes ;  and  until  then  we  must,  and 
do  believe  that  44  all  things  work  together  for  good  to 
them  that  love  God.”  The  words  of  Jesus  to  Peter, 
4 4 What  I  do  thou  knowest  not  now,  but  thou  shalt  know 
hereafter,”  we  patiently  wait  the  Father’s  time  to  explain. 

Just  as  the  report  was  about  ready  for  the  printer,  the 
sad  news  of  Dr.  Gordon’s  death,  our  beloved  President, 
reached  us.  The  weight  of  the  sad  blow  cannot  be 
estimated  when  we  think  of  all  he  was  to  us.  As  an 
official  head,  he  was  judicious  and  thoughtful,  his  grand 
generalship  easily  leading  us  safely  through  all  the 
trials  and  vicissitudes  which  such  work  as  ours  neces¬ 
sarily  entails  ;  but  as  a  brother,  fellow-sympathizer,  and 
helper  is  where  Dr.  Gordon  was  so  valuable  to  us,  so 
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ready  with  a  kind  word,  noble  act,  and  generous  re¬ 
sponse  to  all  calls  made  upon  him  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  cause  in  which  his  whole  heart  was  embodied. 
His  dear,  beloved  body  was  hardly  cold  in  death  when 
the  Master  had  another  burden  for  us  to  bear,  but 
which  with  all  his  grace  it  seemed  too  much  to  sustain. 
Monday  morning,  March  iSth,  Mrs.  Marcella  D. 
Roberts,  beloved  Matron  of  the  Home,  passed  away 
beyond  the  vale  of  weeping  and  pain.  What  Mrs.  Rob¬ 
erts  was  is  best  told  by  the  tears  and  expressions  of  love 
shown  in  many  ways  by  all  classes  of  people  in  every 
condition  of  life  at  the  funeral.  Never,  in  the  history 
of  this  city,  at  a  funeral,  was  there  such  a  gathering, 
when  all  classes  and  conditions  of  life  were  repre¬ 
sented. 

The  Boston  Herald ,  in  commenting  on  the  death  and 
the  assistance  she  was  to  her  husband  in  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  Home,  said  :  “  She  has  carried  on  the 
work  with  energy  and  success.  Its  development  as  a 
strong  agency  of  helpfulness  and  reform  for  the  moral 
wrecks  that  the  Home -is  designed  to  benefit,  has  been 
largely  due  to  her  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  devotion. 
The  fallen  and  degraded  of  both  sexes  have  shared  her 
beneficent  ministrations,  and  she  has  been  the  tender 
mother  to  hundreds  of  poor  waifs  who  had  almost  for¬ 
gotten  the  name  of  home.  Her  love  and  sympathy 
were  unbounded  to  those  so  much  in  need,  and  so 
difficult  to  influence,  and  have  been  a  powerful  agency 
in  winning  them  back  to  self-respect  and  a  better  life.” 

Amid  the  sad  thoughts  as  we  refer  to  the  dear  Presi¬ 
dent  of  this  organization,  who  will  never  meet  with  us 
again,  it  is  a  pleasant  memory  that  Rev.  Dr.  Gordon 
dined  with  us,  the  last  meal  of  which  he  partook  before 
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retiring  to  his  sick  bed.  The  full  Board  of  Officers,  who 
were  present,  will  not  forget  the  annual  meeting  on  the 
evening  of  Jan.  21,  1895,  where  he  presided  for  the 
last  time. 

How  sweet  his  counsel ;  how  his  countenance  was 
illumined  as  he  told,  in  his  own  impressive  way,  an 
incident  of  great  interest  concerning  the  men  who  had 
been  helped  in  this  Home. 

How  pleased  he  was  at  the  good  accomplished  here, 
and  how  much  he  bore  this  work  on  his  heart. 

To  Dr.  Gordon  and  his  prayer  of  faith,  more  than 
any  other  influence,  comes  our  success. 

“  H  is  name,  a  perfume,  shall  long  linger  among  us, 
Recalling  his  virtues  and  labors  of  love; 

His  life,  as  a  song  that  an  angel  has  sung  us, 

Shall  cheer  us  until  we  rejoin  him  above.’’

RESOLUTIONS 


On  the  Death  of  Rev.  A.  J.  Gordon,  D  D.,  President, 
Boston,  Sunday,  February  3,  1895. 


A  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Boston  Industrial  Home 
was  held  at  the  Home,  15  Davis  Street,  op  Sunday,  February 
3d,  at  3.30  p.  m  ,  Vice  President  Hon.  Jonathan  A.  Lane  pre¬ 
siding,  to  express  the  feeling  of  the  society  at  the  death  of  its 
President,  Rev.  A.  J.  Gordon,  D.I).,  which  occurred  on  Satur¬ 
day,  the  2d  inst. 

Dr.  Gordon’s  relations  to  this  organization  were  more  close 
than  those  of  any  other  person. 

He  was,  indeed,  its  central  figure,  being  in  a  sense  its 
founder,  and  always  its  devoted  friend,  giving  to  it  unceasingly 
his  time,  his  thought,  his  efforts,  and  his  prayers. 

The  work  in  which  it  has  been  engaged,  namely,  the  deliver¬ 
ance  of  the  unfortunate  and  the  rescue  of  those  ready  to  perish, 
by  methods  which  united  religious  influence  with  the  opportu¬ 
nities,  by  honest  toil,  to  develop  self-respect  and  true  manhood, 
always  appealed  to  his  best  convictions  of  how  to  save  men, 
and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  work  in  this  city,  has 
been  the  means  of  spreading  its  influence  and  causing  like  in¬ 
stitutions  to  be  established  by  Christian  men  in  other  localities. 

We  feel  that  the  loss  which  this  organization  and  the  com¬ 
munity  have  sustained  is  irreparable,  and  we  unite  in  bearing 
testimony  to  our  great  love  for  our  honored  associate,  whose 
intercourse  and  relations  to  those  with  whom  he  has  been 
united,  of  all  religious  denominations,  in  this  work,  have  been 
always  characterized  by  the  largest  measure  of  courtesy,  kind¬ 
ness,  sympathy,  and  confidence. 

His  devotion  to  the  work  of  saving  men  was  always  promi¬ 
nent  and  supreme,  and  in  this  respect  we  gladly  concede  that 
in  service  and  sacrifice  he  has  outstripped  us  all. 

We  need  to  ever  cherish  the  power  and  force  of  his  illustrious 
Christian  example. 


RESOLUTIONS 

On  the  Death  of  Mrs.  M.  D.  Roberts,  Matron,  Tues¬ 
day,  April  9,  1S95. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  held  at  the  Home  Tuesday, 
April  9th,  it  was  voted  to  place  upon  the  records  of  the  Society 
this  minute,  expressing  the  great  sorrow  and  loss  we  feel  at  the 
sudden  death  of  the  Matron  of  the  Home.  For  this  position, 
which  Mrs.  Roberts,  as  the  helpmeet  of  her  husband,  has  filled 
for  several  years,  she  was  remarkably  well  qualified.  Of  a  cheer¬ 
ful,  hopeful,  motherly  personality,  she  inspired  confidence  in 
those  who  needed  just  such  influences;  and  in  these  respects,  in 
spite  of  the  large  draft  made  upon  them  bv  the  unfortunate  men 
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and  women  brought  here,  her  resources  never  failed,  if  the 
labor  of  love  was  so  exhausting  that  it  no  doubt  shortened  her 
days.  Mrs.  Roberts  was  also  an  excellent  home  keeper  and 
business  manager. — qualities  indispensable  in  the  large  daily 
transactions  and  provision  lor  the  unfailing  multitude  who 
find  a  rest  and  refuge  in  this  temporary  Home. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  the  source  of  all  her 
patience,  her  hopefulness,  and  her  devotion  to  the  suffering  and 
the  needy,  came  from  her  complete  and  unfaltering  trust  and 
belief  in  the  Saviour  of  mankind,  and  her  consecration  to  this 
work,  which  was  “to  save  that  which  was  lost.”  We  greatly 
mourn  her  loss,  and  our  faith  is  overtasked  at  the  difficulty  of 
being  able  to  find  another  who  shall  so  deserve  our  praise  and 
our  love. 

The  memorial  services  held  in  the  chapel  of  the 
Home,  as  well  as  those  held  a  week  later  in  Berkeley 
Temple,  where  Mrs.  Roberts  was  a  devoted  member, 
were  crowded  by  those  who  wished  to  express  sympa¬ 
thy  and  esteem  for  such  a  noble  life  as  that  just  gone  to 
her  reward. 


The  pastor,  Rev.  Chas.  A.  Dickinson,  Rev.  A.  A. 
Miner,  D.D.,  the  Hon.  Jonathan  A.  Lane,  Rev.  W. 
W.  Bradley,  Rev.  M.  R.  Deming,  Rev.  J.  A.  McElwain, 
Mrs.  A.  J.  Gordon,  Secretary  Gray  of  the  N.  E.  Evan¬ 
gelistic  Association,  and  others,  spoke  in  the  most 
eulogistic  manner  possible  of  the  rare,  loving  qualities 
of  the  Matron  ;  but  perhaps  the  most  touching  part  of 
the  service  was  the  expression  of  love  and  sympathy  by 
the  inmates  who  had  been  recipients  of  her  motherlv 
ministrations.  Some  of  them  were  unable  to  speak  of 
her  goodness  to  them,  while  others,  so  full  of  emotion, 
were  unable  to  utter  a  word  ;  but  the  universal  sentiment 
was,  “We  have  lost  a  mother.” 

The  following:  are  extracts  from  some  of  the  ad- 
dresses  delivered  at  the  memorial  service  at  Berkelev 
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Temple,  March  31st,  and  we  regret  that  space  will  not 
permit  11s  to  report  Mrs.  A.  J.  Gordon’s  address  and 
others  who  participated  at  the  memorial  service  held  at 
the  Home,  March  24th.

MEMORIAL  SERVICE  OF  MRS.  ROBERTS. 


At  Berkeley  Temple,  March  31ST. 


ADDRESS  BY  IION.  JONATHAN  A.  LANE. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen  and  friends  :  I  am  happy  indeed 
that  you  have  agreed  to  turn  your  Sunday  evening  service 
into  a  memorial  service  of  the  estimable  woman  whose 
funeral  service  was  conducted  here  a  short  time  ago  ;  but 
I  am  safe  to  say  that  if  this  excellent  woman  had  any 
voice  in  these  proceedings,  this  is  the  last  thing  she  would 
have  chosen.  She  was  an  unpretentious  and  simple 
Christian  woman,  doing  her  duty  in  the  field  to  which 
God  had  called  her ;  she  had  no  desire  for  publicity,  as  a 
service  of  this  kind  would  create,  but  we  are  bound  to 
set  aside  the  wishes  of  our  friends  in  matters  of  this  sort. 
We  cannot  give  true  honor  enough  to  Mrs.  Roberts,  and 
yet  I  doubt  if  there  will  be  one  service  held  in  that  Home 
when  the  men  will  not  be  reminded  of  her  ;  for  you  know 
Mrs.  Roberts  was  a  godly  woman,  with  an  honest  face, 
lovely  manner,  and  gracious  and  kindly  to  all.  She 
carried  with  her  constantly  courage  and  the  cheerfulness 
which  conld  not  be  overestimated  ;  all  these  things  she 
possessed,  together  with  her  Christian  spirit,  and  yet 
humble  and  unobtrusive,  happy  to  do  the  work  and 
helping  enlarge  it,  giving  aid  constantly  to  all  the  needy 
ones.  I  am  mindful  of  the  fact  that  there  was  a  strain 
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upon  her  constitution,  and  by  all  the  wear  and  tear  being 
put  upon  the  citadel  of  life,  we  found  that  the  fortress 
was  taken  and  there  was  no  remedy  for  us. 

So  she  is  gone,  and  we  are  here  to  talk  about  it.  We 
cannot  understand  why  that  house  on  the  corner  of  Davis 
Street  and  Harrison  Avenue  is  bereft  of  its  great  help, 
and  yet,  my  friends,  this  is  one  of  the  things  in  life  which 
we  can  take  to  heart  and  profit  by  it.  We  can  say  in 
regard  to  our  good  friend  who  is  gone  that,  in  the  sphere 
of  usefulness  to  which  she  was  called,  she  was  always 
ready  to  help  ;  her  children  found  in  her  a  friend  ;  the 
poor,  abused  women  in  that  locality  whose  husbands 
would  misuse  them,  came  to  her  for  help,  and  found  a 
friend  ;  she  was  constantly  binding  the  broken  heart  and 
healing  the  wounded  spirit  of  persons  in  that  vicinity ; 
and  in  the  home  for  the  friendless,  with  no  distinction, 
here  was  the  woman  who  was  willing  to  do  anything 
for  the  men  and  women,  and  even  in  some  of  the  bad 
houses  in  that  vicinity  inmates  found  a  refuse  in  the 
Home,  and  comfort  and  help  from  this  noble  woman. 
Thus  the  work  has  been  going  on,  and  the  influence  in 
that  neighborhood  has  been  growing  stronger  and  better 
all  the  time,  and  I  do  not  know  how  we  are  going  to 
make  good  this  servant  of  God.  (My  words  must  be  few, 
as  the  most- of  the  service  has  been  of  a  singing  nature, 
and  that  is  what  I  like  best  and  what  I  know  she  would 
like  best,  for  all  of  Mrs.  Roberts’  family  are  musical, 
and  it  was  a  blessed  thing,  for  it  reached  the  hearts  of 
many.)  It  seems  to  me,  my  friends,  that  this  woman 
has  carried  with  her  the  best  passport  that  any  one  can 
carry  into  the  future.  What  is  it?  The  love  of  the 
poor  and  those  who  are  ready  to  perish  from  dissipation, 
and  that  for  her,  it  seems  to  me,  is  about  as  near  the 
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ideal  of  the  New  Testament  as  you  can  suggest.  The 
sinners  do  her  reverence ;  the  poor  pay  her  homage,  and 
her  children  rise  up  and  call  her  blessed.  This  is  the 
best  evidence  we  can  show  of  her  being-  a  genuine  dis- 
ciple  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

ADDRESS  BY  REV.  M.  R.  DEMING. 

I  am  sure  that  this  church  is  pleasing  God  in  holding 
this  memorial  service,  for  two  reasons.  First, — I  do  not 
believe  in  any  extravagant  eulogy  of  the  dead, — she  loved 
this  church,  and  she  loved  her  pastor.  I  never  have  been 
in  her  home  that  she  did  not  say  something  about  the 
previous  Sunday’s  service  or  something  about  her  pastor, 
yet  that  Home’s  religious  duties,  kept  her  from  making 
the  acquaintance  of  a  great  many  of  your  members ; 
but  those  who  spent  any  time  with  her  know  that  she 
loved  this  church  as  much  or  more  than  some  others, 
because  the  worry,  and  misery,  and  distress  which 
constantly  touched  her  life  and  wore  it  out,  prepared 
her  to  enjoy  the  ministrations  of  this  house  more 
exquisitely  than  any  others.  The  second  reason  is  that 
there  is  no  soul  gone  to  God  with  greater  spiritual 
riches  than  she.  Had  you  been  at  the  memorial  service 
a  week  ago  at  the  Home  to  find  the  men  crowded  in,  and 
hear  their  testimony  and  touching  cries,  tributes  cf 
Christian  love,  you  would  have  heard  them  say,  “  It  was 
such  a  thing  that  Mrs.  Roberts  said  that  God  used  to  lift 
me  out  of  my  degraded  life  and  give  me  new  hope and 
so  I  say  that  this  church  honors  itself  in  holding  this 
memorial  service  for  one  you  and  I  shall  meet  hereafter 
in  the  great  last  day  of  account,  and  we  shall  find  that 
she  has  many  jewels  in  her  keeping.  I  do  wish  to 
mention  an  excellent  thing  in  speaking  of  her  memory  : 
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it  was  that  mother’s  precious  gift  to  humanity,  a  mother’s 
heart  that  she  had,  and  oh,  how  large  it  was  !  If  she  had 
not  had  it,  she  could  not  have  done  the  work  she  did. 
Mrs.  Roberts  did  what  few  ladies  would  have  done. 
The  heart  she  had,  which  she  laid  on  the  altar, — a  mother’  s 
heart, — is  an  honorable  thing,  God’s  most  precious 
gift,  in  this  world.  Mrs.  Roberts,  with  all  the  com¬ 
passion  of  that  broken-hearted  mother,  planted  herself 
at  the  corner  of  Davis  Street  and  Harrison  Avenue,  and 
received  lost  women  wrecked  by  sin  ;  her  divine  love  in 
saving  the  lost  has  been  unestimated  in  Christian  work. 

I  always  felt  that  I  looked  into  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ 
as  I  looked  into  the  face  of  Mrs.  Roberts,  she  had  such 
compassion,  such  tenderness  with  the  lost  who  came 
under  her  eye,  and  yet  she  had  a  Christian  mother’s 
heart ;  she  hated  sin  as  much  as  she  loved  the  sinner 
whom  she  tried  to  save. 

God  blessed  her  in  reaching  these  hardened  men  and 
women,  and  if  you  think  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  save 
them,  you  do  not  know  the  difficulties  in  the  way, — the 
constant  requirement  of  starting  and  helping  them  ;  oh, 
my  friends,  this  is  what  put  her  in  her  early  grave  with¬ 
out  any  exception  !  Now  I  pray  God  that  something  of 
the  power  this  woman  had  will  take  possession  of  the 
hearts  of  the  women  in  this  congregation,  and  pray  that 
an  added  blessing  may  come  to  this  church  by  reason  of 
this  affliction. 


rev.  c.  a.  Dickinson’s  address. 

[Mrs.  Roberts’  Pastor.] 

Some  lives,  like  the  precious  box  of  spikenard,  have 
to  be  broken  open  before  their  real  fragrance  is  fully 
appreciated.  Such  was  the  life  of  Mrs.  Roberts.  The

rude  shock  of  death  has  revealed  to  us  her  real  worth. 
She  combined  in  her  character  not  only  grace,  but 
strength.  She  was  in  many  respects  a  paradox.  She 
had  a  mother  heart  full  of  tender  compassion  for  the 
weak  and  the  erring,  but  at  the  same  time  her  womanly 
impulses  were  under  the  control  of  a  strong,  determined 
will.  Her  sympathies  were  quick  and  generous,  but 
they  were  always  regulated  by  a  sound  judgment,  and 
it  was  this  happy  balancing  of  the  heart  and  the  head 
which  especially  fitted  her  for  the  unique  position  which 
she  held  as  the  Matron  of  the  Industrial  Home.  A 
mother  devoted  to  her  own  family,  a  wife  who  was  in 
every  sense  of  the  word  a  helpmeet,  a  Christian,  faith¬ 
ful  and  true,  she  followed  the  example  of  her  Lord,  and 
gave  her  life  for  others.  They  do  not  always  live  most 
who  live  longest.  She  seems  to  have  been  taken  in  the 
prime  of  her  years,  but  she  has  done  more  than  many 
who  die  at  fourscore  and  ten.  Those  who  know  the 
peculiar  difficulties  of  the  work  in  which  she  was  en¬ 
gaged,  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  she  wore  herself  out 
in  the  service,  and  some  may  be  inclined  to  say, 
“Wherefore  this  waste?”  But  it  is  a  question  whether 
these  lives  which  give  themselves  out  so  lavishly,  and 
are  translated  so  early,  are  not  after  all  the  most  eco¬ 
nomic  and  useful  under  certain  conditions. 

That  which  makes  life  valuable  is  the  measure,  not  of 
its  years,  but  of  its  self-sacrifice. 

By  this  measure  our  sister  will  be  found  worthy  of  a 
place  among  the  world’s  saints  and  martyrs.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


If  there  is  a  benevolent  institution  in  the  city  of  Boston 
which  commends  itself  to  the  hearty  support  of  the  gen¬ 
erously  inclined  public,  irrespective  of  any  distinction  of 
class,  religious  conviction,  or  political  affiliation,  it  is  the 
Boston  Industrial  Home. 

POPULARITY  OF  THE  HOME. 

The  sympathy  and  amount  of  attention  it  is  constantly 
receiving  from  the  people  are  safe  indications  of  the  place 
it  occupies  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  contribute  toward 
its  support. 

THE  SCOPE  OF  THE  WORK. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  doubled  our 
facilities  the  past  year  for  the  accommodation  and  relief 
of  those  who  apply  to  us,  our  four  buildings  are  totally 
inadequate  to  supply  the  increasing  demand  made  by 
those  who  are  in  need  of  our  sympathy  and  help.  We 
therefore  need  a  more  spacious  and  commodious  build¬ 
ing.  The  work  has  reached  a  stage  where  it  needs  the 
kindly  co-operation  of  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
poor  and  unfortunates  to  make  this  new  building  possible. 

The  Home  has  long  ceased  to  be  known  only  as  a 
metropolitan  institution,  but  everywhere  in  this  land,  as 
well  as  across  the  seas,  the  fame  of  this  Home  has  gone, 
and  it  is  known  for  the  unique  and  practical  methods  of 
dealing  with  the  great  mass  of  unemployed  and  unfor¬ 
tunate  men  and  women. 
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There  are  scores  of  similar  institutions  patterned  after 
this  pioneer  Home  which  are  doing  an  equally  grand 
work  in  rescuing  the  lapsed  masses,  and  pointing  them 
to  the  Saviour  of  men. 

THE  INVESTIGATION  OF  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

Another  instance  to  which  we  would  like  to  call  your 
attention  is  the  investigation  before  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  of  the  Public  Institutions  of  this  city,  which  occu¬ 
pied  fifty-eight  sessions,  covering  a  period  of  nearly  a. 
year,  recognized  as  the  longest  and  most  important 
trial  of  the  kind  ever  held  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  Superintendent  of  this  Home  was  summoned,  and 
was  on  the  stand  for  two  days,  and  gave  testimony  as  to 
how  we  manage  and  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  institu¬ 
tion,  which  was  admitted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
lawyers  conducting  the  case,  the  press,  and  the  public 
generally,  to  be  a  revelation  to  them  as  to  what  could  be 
done  when  the  proper  methods  were  adopted,  showing  that 
there  is  a  difference  between  merely  keeping  a  man,  and 
in  helping  him  permanently  both  physically  and  spirit¬ 
ually  ;  and  we  are  happy  to  report  thqt  the  system  adopted 
here  was  recommended  by  the  committee  and  lawyers 
having  the  investigation  in  charge,  and  made  the  basis  of 
reform  which  they  deem  necessary  in  our  municipal  and 
State  institutions.  In  reporting  Lawyer  Louis  D. 
Brandeis’  address,  the  Boston  Herald  was  pleased  to 
devote  three  columns,  and  refer  to  this  Home  and  its 
management  about  twelve  times,  in  comparison  to  the 
work  done  here  with  that  done  for  men  in  our  public 
institutions.  This  of  itself  is  sufficient  to  show  the  pres- 
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tige  gained  from  business  men  by  the  successful  work 
accomplished  by  this  Institution. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Industrial  Department  of  this  Institution  is  in 
charge  of  Mr.  O.  C.  Elliot,  and  is  the  door  of  possibility 
through  which  the  thousands  of  homeless  and  friendless 
unfortunates  who  come  to  us  day  by  day  are  enabled  to 
rise  from  the  environment  which  has  hitherto  held  them 
powerless  within  its  grasp. 

44  By  industry  we  thrive,”  and  4 4  by  the  grace  of  God 
I  am  what  I  am,”  are  familiar  truths  which  can  be  safely 
applied  to  the  great  number  of  men  who  have  profited 
by  the  benefits  of  the  Home. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1S94,  673  cords 
of  wood  were  sawed  and  split  into  kindlings,  and  3 ,75° 
tons  of  coal  were  delivered  and  housed  in  the  cellars  of 
our  many  patrons. 

To  accomplish  this  mammoth  task  20,003  days’  work 
were  furnished. 

As  industry  is  made  the  basis  of  relief,  it  can  be  seen 
at  a  glance  how  much  we  depend  upon  the  hearty  co¬ 
operation  of  the  public  for  their  patronage  of  our  coal 
and  wood  department. 

We  are  here  afforded  an  opportunity  to  extend  our 
sincere  gratitude  for  the  many  friends  who  have  thus 
far  helped  us  in  this  regard,  and  whose  continued  favor 
we  desire  to  retain. 

A  FEW  FACTS  TO  REMEMBER. 

When  one  orders  a  ton  of  coal  of  the  Home,  besides 
getting  the  best  article  which  the  market  offers,  the 
labor  involved  gives  two  men  a  lodging  or  a  meal  each. 
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When  'you  send  11s  an  order  for  a  foot  of  wood,  you  not 
only  get  the  best  quality  and  full  measure  at  the  lowest 
market  price,  but  four  men  are  benefited  by  that 
purchase. 

The  man  who  saws  and  the  man  who  splits  it  each 
receive  a  meal  or  lodging,  and  the  man  who  drives  the 
team  and  the  man  who  carries  the  wood  into  your  cellar 
likewise  receive  a  benefit. 

The  expense  involved  in  this  department  will  be  found 
elsewhere  in  this  report ;  and  I  pray  that  as  we  stand  on 
the  threshold  of  the  eighteenth  year  of  this  Institution’s 
usefulness,  that  God  will  raise  up  friends  to  help  carry  on 
the  work,  which  grows  greater  each  day.

Total  amount  paid  out  for  labor  was  $3,998.14. 
Superintendent  and  Matron’s  salaries,  $1,1500. 

Forty-nine  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  in  sending  the  sick  and  unfortunates  to  their 
homes  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  Treasurer’s 
report  will  show  all  other  expenditures  of  every  kind. 

Large  quantities  of  sewing  material  have  been  made 
up  into  garments  for  the  poor  children  in  the  Home  and 
community. 

Hundreds  of  suits  of  clothes,  boots,  shoes,  hats,  caps, 
etc.,  have  been  furnished  to  those  destitute  and  in  want 
of  the  same. 

Six  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  baths  have 
been  given,  and  soap  and  towels  furnished,  etc. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Dr.  Herbert  D.  Boyd,  our  physician,  has  treated  over 
a  thousand  patients  in  the  Home  and  vicinity.  We  have 
furnished  medicine  free  to  all  who  come  and  have  not 
the  means  to  pay  for  the  same. 

We  have  also  sent  a  number  to  the  City  Hospital,  and 
have  buried  all  of  our  number  who  have  died  there. 

WHAT  IS  DONE  SPIRITUALLY. 

For  the  inmates  and  others  we  hold  regular  religious 
meetings  twice  each  day ;  a  Bible  class  every  Sunday 
at  2.30  p.  m.,  which  averages  about  fifty. 

The  Rescue  Band  has  done  good  and  efficient  service.

THE  MISSION  SUNDAY  SCHOOL, 

•of  which  my  clear  daughter  is  superintendent,  is  ably 
assisted  by  Mr.  Morris  C.  Brennan  and  a  grand  com¬ 
pany  of  young  people  from  Berkeley  Temple  and  Clar¬ 
endon  Street  Baptist  Church,  who  come  at  a  great 
sacrifice  to  teach  the  dear  children  every  Sabbath  after¬ 
noon  at  2.30  of  Jesus  and  his  love  for  little  children. 

We  not  only  give  these  little  ones  entertainment  and 
presents  at  Christmas,  but  mothers  with  their  babies,  and 
scores  of  other  children,  are  given  an  outing  at  our  cot- 
tage  at  Beachmont ;  also  drives  in  our  large  wagon, 
drawn  by  two  horses,  into  the  country,  besides  a  thou¬ 
sand  fresh-air  tickets,  which  were  kindly  given  us  by  the 
West  End  Company,  which  made  it  possible  for  the 
poor  children  to  enjoy  a  ride  to  Franklin  Park,  and  to 
be  free,  at  least  for  a  few  hours,  from  the  offensive 
odors  which  they  are  constantly  subject  to. 

My  hope  to  save  this  world  for  God  lies  in  reaching 
the  children ;  nothing  but  the  grace  of  God  can  save 
those  who,  by  years  of  sin  and  dissipation,  are  almost 
helpless ;  vet,  thank  God,  I  have  seen  some  of  the  most 
hardened  and  debased  saved  through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  to  a  most  beautiful  Christian  life. 

A  minister  called  on  us  some  time  asro  who  is  inter- 
ested  in  the  work  among  the  Jews,  and  said  we  had 
the  best  work  for  Jewish  children  he  knows  of  any 
place  in  the  country. 

We  know  of  many  who  have  graduated  from  our 
school  who  are  now  holding  nice  positions  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  world. 

We  know  of  an  instance  where,  through  the  influence 
•of  one  of  our  little  scholars,  a  whole  family  of  seven 
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were  won  for  God  and  joined  the  church  ;  therefore  we 
feel  any  time  or  money  is  well  spent  in  a  work  like  this. 

Our  two-seated  carriage,  drawn  by  one  of  our  horses 
when  not  otherwise  engaged  in  our  business,  has  done 
good  service  in  giving  many  an  invalid  and  others  an 
outing.  One  poor  woman,  a  cripple,  said  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  when  he  called  for  her  to  take  a  drive,  “  I 
never  expected  to  be  carried  out  of  my  house  again  only 
in  a  wooden  box.”  So  one  can  imagine  her  surprise 
and  joy  better  than  we  can  tell  it. 

We  have  held  seven  hundred  and  thirty  meetings  in 
the  Home,  and  conducted  a  number  of  open-air  meet¬ 
ings  at  the  beach,  in  the  tent,  and  other  places. 

Two  hundred  have  signed  the  pledge,  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  hundreds  have  started  to  live  a  new 
life,  many  of  whom  are  now  holding  positions  of  trust, 
and  have  united  with  the  different  churclies. 

SYNOPSIS  OF  THE  WORK  DONE. 

First,  we  provide  for  the  physical  wants  of  the  unfor¬ 
tunates  by  furnishing  a  Home  for  the  homeless  and  em¬ 
ployment  for  the  unemployed,  clothe  the  naked,  feed  the 
hungry,  medicine  for  the  sick  (with  physician’s  services 
free),  pay  the  rent  of  families  in  the  community,  and 
ask  the  man  of  the  house  to  work  and  pay  for  the  same, 
give  groceries  and  clothing  outside  of  the  Home  ;  also 
have  a  cottage  and  tents  at  Beachmont  during  the  sum¬ 
mer,  where  the  tired  and  poor  can  get  rest  and  refresh¬ 
ment  ;  buy  tools  and  set  men  to  work,  and  expect  them 
to  pay  for  them  when  they  have  earned  the  wages  ;  fur¬ 
nish  men  going  to  work  outside  the  Home  with  a 
week’s  board  when  they  have  no  visible  means  of  sup¬ 
port,  and  expect  them  to  pay  it  back  when  they  are  able 
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(sometimes  their  employers  pay  their  entire  wages  to  us) , 
as  per  agreement,  so  that  we  are  sure  the  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren  are  benefited  by  the  same  until  the  individual  is 
sufficiently  strong  to  look  after  himself. 

We  have  a  steam  laundry,  and  wood  and  coal  yard. 

We  also  receive  men  and  women  sent  from  the  differ¬ 
ent  penal  institutions,  as  well  as  from  the  courts. 

We  furnish  fresh  flowers,  and  send  hundreds  to  the 
country  and  seashore.  We  have  a  dispensary,  furnish  a 
physician  and  nurse  to  the  poor  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Home,  give  the  poor  a  discount  on  the  price  of  coal  and 
wood,  so  that  they  can  purchase  by  the  basket  as  reason¬ 
ably  as  if  they  were  able  to  buy  a  ton  at  a  time,  thereby 
saving  twenty  per  cent.  If  they  have  no  money  we 
furnish  fuel,  and  ask  them  to  work  for  the  same. 

The  annual  meeting,  which  was  held  at  Clarendon 
Street  Baptist  Church,  was  addressed  by  our  late  beloved 
President,  Hon.  S.  S.  Blanchard,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  A. 
Miner,  and  by  redeemed  men  from  the  Home,  and  was 
said  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  best  meetings  ever  held  in 
the  history  of  the  Home.  We  wish  to  thank  the  trus¬ 
tees  for  the  use  of  the  church,  also  the  speakers,  and  all 
others  who  so  kindly  helped  us  to  make  the  meeting  a 
success  ;  and  also  the  West  End  Railway  Company  for  one 
thousand  Fresh  Air  car  tickets,  Messrs.  Shepard  &  Nor- 
well,  Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co.,  Houghton  &  Dutton,  Gil¬ 
christ  &  Co.,  Alex.  Moseley,  Wm.  G.  Harris,  G.  W. 
Bent  &  Co.,  for  donations  of  merchandise,  and  all 
Christians  who  have  volunteered  their  services  in  various 
ways,  whose  names  space  will  not  permit  us  to  mention. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  the  press  of  Boston  for 
the  wonderful  help  they  have  been  by  their  constant 
appeals  to  the  public  in  our  behalf.

Mr.  Roberts  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  now  in  jail,  awaiting  sentence  for  simple 
drunk.  Wednesday  I  received  one  year,  but  I  appealed  to  his 
honor’s  humanity  and  he  continued,  or  rather  he  deferred,  sen¬ 
tence  until  Saturday.  This  is  the  first  time  I’ve  been  before  the 
court  for  drunkenness,  and  I  can  honestly  say  that  I  was  not 
drunk;  that  I  had  not  entered  a  barroom  that  day  at  all,  though 
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I  had  had  some  liquor  taken  at  the  time  of  my  arrest.  The  day 
I  left  your  house  it  was  my  intention  to  return,  but  I  met  with  an 
accident  and  was  ashamed  to  go  back. 

Now,  sir,  in  order  to  save  time,  when  charged  in  court  I 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  immediately  sentenced ;  but  when  I  ex¬ 
plained  matters  he  said  that  if  I  could  find  a  place  to  stay  till  I’d 
get  work  he’d  give  me  another  chance.  Now  I  appeal  to  you 
for  God’s  sake  to  give  me  that  chance.  I  left  prison  determined 
to  live  honestly  or  not  at  all,  but  if  I  am  sent  to  prison  again  my 
last  hope  to  lead  an  honest  life  will  be  gone.  If  you  receive  me 
I  will  put  myself  under  your  control,  and  do  just  as  you  say.  A 
man  with  my  record  must  have  some  friend  who  can  vouch  for 
the  life  he  is  leading  or  else  leave  the  city;  or  else  take  chances 
of  being  picked  up  any  day  and  sent  to  prison,  guilty  or  inno¬ 
cent,  it  makes  no  difference;  to  prison  he’ll  go  if  he’s  brought 
into  court. 

Now  the  day  I  left  South  Boston  (9th  inst.)  I  tried  to  get  a 
pass  to  go  away,  but  could  not.  If  you  receive  me  I  will  sign  a 
pledge  and  keep  away  from  the  Cove  (the  phice  where  I’ve  met 
all  my  trouble).  Do  so,  sir,  and  it  will  be  my  last  arrest.  Do 
so,  and  you  will  make  a  man  of  me,  for  I’ll  show  I  can  be  a  man. 
My  greatest  woe  is  friendlessness;  and  a  man  without  a  friend 
is  like  a  ship  without  a  rudder — he  must  go  where  the  winds 
of  fortune  blow  him.  So  I  ask  you  to  be  my  friend  once  more. 

This  letter  is  from  a  dear  girl  who  fell  into  sin  very 
young,  but  is  saved.

Dear  Sir, — Please  accept  my  humble  thanks  for  your  kind¬ 
ness  to  me.

May  the  Lord  prosper  you  in  your  noble  efforts  in  assisting  the 
unfortunate  to  live  a  higher  and  better  life.

We  give  praise  to  God  for  all  that  has  been  ac¬ 
complished,  and  invoke  his  continued  guidance  and 
favor  for  the  Institution  in  years  to  come.
